The fact that twice 
in one week General Hamilton’s force covered 
over fifty miles in twenty-four hours points to 
a wonderful improvement as regards mobility, 
the essential in which we have been sadly lacking 
heretofore. If Bruce Hamilton's tactics are only 
adopted by other British officers, and executed 
with the same masterly skill, the last of the Boer 
commandoes will soon be run to earth. Of 
course, such rapid movements are not practic- 
able in every case, but there is not the slightest 
doubt that our leaders do not always cover the 
ground as quickly as they might with a little

New Arms for the Prince of Wales.—Welsh- 
men are naturally much elated now that the Red Dragon 
vf Cadwallader is to find his due position іп the heraldic 
“achievement” of the Prince of Wales. The question of 
the admission of the emblem of Wales is by no means of 
yes'erduy. In 1893 the complaint was that the Principality 
was not represented on the coinage. As Wales claims to 
possess a shield of arms as well as a badge, it was then said 
that these arms (quarterly or and gules four lions passant 
er iant countercharged) ought to be quartered with Eng- 
and, Scotland, and Ireland in the Royal banner, while 
another suggestion was that the Red Dragon should be

made a charge and quartered on the banner. In the 
quartered banner of enry VII. the Red Dragon was so 
quartered, but he was quartered with other badges of the 
King, and not with the Royal arms. It is as a badge that 
the Red Dragon now appears in the Heir Apparent's 
"achievement," We must, however, not forget that the 
Rei Dragon has had his enemies, some Welsh historians 
having treated him with the coldest indifference. Without 
the least doubt, he was the treasured standard of the stal- 
wart native Princes of Wales. The Red Dragon having now 
been introduced into the Prince of Wales's arms, Welsh- 
men will not be fully satisfied until it finds a place in the 
Royal Standard.

Burmese Railroad Projects. British politicians 
of all shades have long recognised the exceptional capacity 
of our Viceroy for dealing w.th the problems that so 
rapidly follow each other in the vast Indian Empire. Con- 
centration or expansion is a m upon which we are not all 
agreed, but the recent speech of Lord Curzon at Rangoon 
told us in no uncertiin tones that he favoured the former, 
especially with regard to the question of railways.

Cost of construction 
would consequently be enormous, and when completed, the 
line would terminate in a province which has now a far 
superior outlet to the sea down the magnificent Yangtse- 
Kiang waterway. Advocates of the project must surely 
not fully realise that the trade of Szechuen would 
ever leave the Yangtse for the sole purpose of 
climbing by a narrow-gauge railroad the mountain 
sides of Yunnan. Lord Curzon, on virtually the 
same grounds,*'also disapproved of the less ambitious 
pen for the establishment of railway communication

ARELY has a prettier game been played 
between the Universities than that at 
Queen's Club on Dec. 11 As every- 

body expected, Oxford won ; but the ad- 
berents of Cambridge can at least justly point 
out that if Oxford had slightly the better 
of the gume, they should not have won by so 
large a margin as a goal and a try to nothing 

Where the Oxonians excelled was in speed aud 
understanding among their back division, which 
was more *'classy" than that of the Cantabs. 
There was more polish and initiative in the 
methods of the Dark Blue backs, Walton, ‘Terry, 
Crabbie, and. Strand-Jones all catching the eye 
кірім through the game. By comparison, the 
Cumbridge team was poorly served in the matter 
o! backs. Horsley played like a Trojan, and 
witb a little more experience he will probably 
rank among the very best of full-backs 

The wing three-quarters, too, did not come 
up to expectation. Indeed, throughout the 
game the almost perfect understanding which 
existed on the Oxford side contrasted vividly 
with the spasmodic efforts of the Cambridge 
three-quarters, In tackling they were resolute 
enough ; in most of their passing bouts they 
transferred accurately ; but in the finesse of the 
game — drawing opponents, making ground when 
passing the ball, and in other detuils—they were 
found wanting, as a rule. 

There was little to choose between the sides in 
the early stages of the game, but in the second 
half the Oxonians settled down to something 
approaching their best form, and some very fine 
play followed 

This was the fifteenth match played on the 
Queen's Club ground, making the twelfth 
Oxford victory in all, to ten of Cambridge, and 
seven drawn gumes out of twenty-nine occasions 
on which the Universities have met at the 
Rugby game Oxford certamly justified their 
fine unbeaten record of 186 to 40, though a 
Challenge Cup seems scarcely necessary to 
emphasise the fact that Vassall's traditions have 
net been forgotten.
